REDMOND SEES 


HOPE FOR IRELAND 


In a Speech at a Banquet Recently, 


He Says Prospects Are 


P7"" 
Good at Present.

London. March 18.—John Redmond 


presided over the St. Patrick's day 
banquet given last night at tho Hotel 
Cecil at which 700 persons sat down. 
The United Irish league of America 
sent a cablegram of greeting. 
John Redmond, proposing the toast 


of "Ireland, a Nation." said that tho 
aspiration of Irishmen was not an 
'Ignoble dream of gain or vengeance. 
Ireland was making a rapid advance 
towards tne realization of the Ideal 
of Thomas 
Davis. 
The political 


movement was never fuller of hope 
and triumphs than at the present mo- 
ment, and In that 
success 
thus 


achieved was directly due to the uni- 
ty, courage, self-sacrifice, and organ- 
ization of their people. 
They could not forget this in tho 


presence of those foreign members 
of parliament who since last St. Pat- 
rick's day banquet had suffered In 
Kngllsh prisons. 
They might also 


congratulate themselves on tho be- 
ginnings of a great educational and 
industrial revival In Ireland, which 
•would enable It to compete with the 
foreigner, and last, and not least, 
there was a revival of the cause of 
temperance. 
That was a record continued Mr. 


Redmond, to gladden the hearts of 
Irishmen whenever they might bo as- 
sembled on St. Patrick's day. Never 
had the scattered children of Ireland 
more solid reason for absolute faith 
In the delivery of their race.

TRY ARE GOOD. 


MANY PLANS ARE DISCUSSED 


The Co-Operative System Finds Fa- 


vor in Some States, and 


May Be Tried. 


Nothing startling has occurred In 
the local tobacco market during the 
past week. 
With several of 
the 


packers the assorting season Is near- 
ing a close and Inside of two weeks 
there will be plenty of help for all 
who are now short of hands. 


The farmers are making deliveries 


every day and the buyers aro receiv- 
ing the crops as fast as 
they 
can 


make room for them In the 
ware- 
bouses. They are very careful about 
getting more in hand than they can 
handle on account of the leaf •being 
full of moisture; It heats rapidly in 
the bulk and unless assorted at once 
a few hot days would cause consider- 
able damage. 


A report has 
been 
circulate 


through the Eastern markets 
that 


"black rot" has appeared In the pres 
ent crop, which the local dealers ae- 
clare Is without foundation. 
They 


admit that there Is a great deal of 
moisture In the crop, but that there 
is no reason why "black rot" should 
appear if the crop is. properly handl- 
ed, at present they are not borrow 
in trouble on this acount and think 
the story may have been started by 
dealers who have large holdings of 
1901 In hand and wish to dispose of 
them before the new crop gets Into 
the- market. 


A steady hunt Is being kept 
up 


for both old and new goods still in 
the hands of the growers, 
as the 


weather and roads will permit. 
On 
account of the approach 
of spring 


the holders of bundle leaf seem will- 
ing to grant some cancesslons in 
price rather than assort the 
crop 
themselves.

This 
gas will be used In order to deter- 
mine the value of pent tor 
heat, 


light and power purposes. 
In; tho 


room at the west end IB determined 
tho exact amount of heat In tho var- 
ious samples of peat by the uso of 
Junker's calorimeter, a piece of ap- 
paratus which has recently been pur- 
chased for this work exclusively. 
".There are milllonn upon millions 


of tons of peat within the bounds ot 
Wisconsin." said Prof. Rlchtor. "We 
are experimenting with samples ot 
It obtained from various parts of the 
stato In ordor to determine Its value 
for heat, light and power purposes, 
and also to llml out how It can be 
utilized." 


This department was started last 


fall and the work In It Is being done 
by R. H. Hadtleld, Oil, and 
A. 
L. 


Johnson, 01!, mechanical 
engineers 


taking their theses In this branch of 
work. 
These two men are collect- 


ing samples of peat from all over tho 
state and testing them. 


A general appropriation of $5,000 


has been asked from tho legislature 
by the Htato geological survey and 
probably the peat department will 
got 
somo of that appropriation to 


placo It upon a firm -basis. 


Many factories for tho placing or 
peat 
upon tho market in suitable 


form have been erected- in tho state, 
but they have not boon successful, 
because It was impassible to com- 
pete with coal. 
In 18C9 a large fac- 


tory at Fond du Lac 
manufactured 


it. 
About tho same time a factory 


was started at Rlpon, but they all 
failed because peat -could not be put 
upon tho .market as cheap ns coal. 


Tho object of this 
laboratory Is 


first to find out of what value peat 
Is as a commercial product for heat 
and power purposes and second, to 
discover somo suitable way of get- 
ting upon tho market as cheap or 
cheaper than coal. 
If these experi- 
ments arc successful It will 
mean 


that millions of tons'of peat which 
aru now almost useless will bo placed 
upon the market for commercial pur- 
poses.
